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Objects  of  the  College 

HE    aims    and    purpose    of    the   Ontario 
College  of  Art  are : 

1.  To  train  students  in  the  practice  of 
Art,  Drawing,  Painting,  Design,  Com- 
position, Modelling,  and  Applied  Art. 

The  training  of  Teachers  in  Fine  and  Applied  Art. 

ORGANIZATION 

2.  The  College  is  under  the  government  of  a  Council 
of  representatives  and  elected  members,  and  was 
incorporated  under  a  special  Act  of  the  Provincial 
Legislative  Assembly,  No.  197,  2  George  V.  1912, 
Revised  and  amended  as  the  College  of  Art  Act, 
1919. 

The  Administration  is  under  the  immediate  direc- 
tion of  a  principal,  who,  with  a  staff  composed  of 
representative  artists  of  high  reputation  and  having 
wide  experience  as  teachers,  carries  out  a  thorough 
course  of  instruction. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

3.  The  courses  of  instruction  in  the  College  are  in 
three  divisions:  The  Fine  Arts  Course,  the  Applied 
Arts  Course,  and  the  Teachers'  Course.  These 
courses  are  so  arranged  that  they  may  be  taken 
separately  or  a  student  may  pass  through  all  three 
divisions. 

THE  FINE  ARTS  COURSE 

4.  The  Fine  Arts  Course  affords  full  facilities  for 
the  education  and  training  of  professional  painters, 
illustrators,  and  sculptors.  Page  13. 
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DESIGN  AND  APPLIED  ART 

5.  The  Design  and  Applied  Arts  Course  provides 
a  professional  training  in  all  branches  of  Pictorial 
and  industrial  design,  and  in  their  practical  relation 
to  the  various  crafts  and  manufactures.      Page  15. 

THE  COURSE  FOR  TEACHERS 

6.  A  summer  Course  for  teachers  in  Public  and  High 
Schools  is  conducted  for  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion; an  intensive  course  of  five  weeks  duration  in 
the  theory  and  practise  of  Art,  and  Methods  of 
Art  teaching. 

To  provide  for  preparatory  and  continuation  study 
and  practise,  a  Correspondence  Course  is  arranged.

OUTDOOR  SCHOOL 

7.  An  outdoor  school  for  the  study  of  landscape, 
figure  and  animal  painting  is  conducted  in  the  Sum- 
mer at  places  selected  each  year. 

JUNIOR  ART  COURSE 

8.  An  examination  of  selected  pupils  of  Public  and 
High  Schools  of  the  City  of  Toronto  will  be  made 
annually  and  a  preparatory  Course  of  one  year's 
training  given.  In  case  of  students  showing  marked 
ability  a  second  year  of  free  studentship  will  be  given 
to  enter  them  upon  the  regular  courses  of  the  College 
work.  Announcement  of  this  Course  will  be  made 
and  examination  held  early  in  October.       Page  16. 

COMMERCIAL  ART  COURSE 

9.  A  short  Course  in  Commercial  Art  in  the  day 
and  evening  classes.  Students  in  this  course  must 
work  in  the  classes  in  Composition,  Colour  and 
Design.

ADMISSION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

10.  Students  may  enter  the  primary  or  first  year 
classes  without  examination,  the  time  to  be  spent 
in  the  various  classes  is  dependent  upon  the  ability 
and  industry  of  the  student,  and  also  upon  the 
amount  of  work  previously  done.  Tests  will  be 
made  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  student  to 
classes  according  to  ability. 

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

11.  The  College  year  is  divided  into  two  terms  of 
fifteen  weeks  each,  as  follows: — 

First  Term October  4th  to  January  22nd. 

Second  Term January  24  to  May  14th,  1921. 

A  short  period  of  holidays  is  granted  at  Christmas 
and  Easter.  The  College  will  be  closed  for  work  on 
Sundays,  Thanksgiving  Day,  Christmas  Day,  New 
Year's  Day  and  Good  Friday. 

CLASS  HOURS 

12.  The  hours  of  the  principal  classes  of  the  general 
session  are: — 

Morning  Classes,  9  to  12  M.;  afternoon  classes, 
1.30  to  4.30  o'clock,  and  evening  classes,  7.30  to 
9.30  o'clock,  except  Saturdays. 

The  different  classes  are  arranged  as  follows:— 

Elementary  Classes 

This  includes  Composition,  Design  Object  Drawing,  Drawing 
from  detail  of  Casts,  etc. — Daily.  Criticisms,  Monday, 
Wednesday  and   Friday  afternoons  and  evenings. 

Design  Classes 

Monday,   Wednesday  and   Friday  mornings  and  evenings. 
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Antique  Classes 

Daily — Criticisms    on    Tuesday,    Thursday    and    Saturday 

mornings  and  evenings  except  Saturday. 

Life  Classes 

Daily — Criticisms    on    Tuesday,    Thursday    mornings    and 

evenings. 

Modelling  Classes 

Daily — Criticisms   on   Tuesday,   Thursday   afternoons   and 

evenings. 

Costume  Classes 

Afternoons  and  evenings.     Criticisms  on  Tuesday,  Thursday, 

Saturday  afternoons,  and  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday 

evenings. 

Composition  Class 

Saturday  mornings  11  to  12.30  o'clock. 

Junior  Class 

Saturday  mornings. 

Sketch  Class 

Daily,  12  to  12.3Cfp.rn. 

Museum  Study 

Saturday  mornings  and  other  occasions  for  all  students. 

FEES 

13.  For  all  classes  and  general  privileges  for 

one  year,  including  Summer  School.  .  .  .$100.00 
For  all  classes  and  general  privileges  for 

one  term 40 .  00 

For  one   class   every   day   and   general 

privileges  one  term 30 .  00 

For  one  evening  class  and  general  even- 
ing privileges,  one  term 10.00 

For  all  classes  and  general  privileges  for 

outdoor  Summer  Painting  School 20 .  00 

Teachers'  Correspondence  Course 5.00 

14.  The  above  fees  are  proportionately  reduced  for  those 
who  can  only  attend  a  part  of  each  day,  or  a  fixed  number 
of  days  per  week. 
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15.  All  fees  are  strictly  payable  in  advance.  Students 
may  enter  the  College  at  any  time  by  paying  the  proportion 
of  the  unexpired  term.  Cheques  should  be  made  payable 
to  the  Ontario  College  of  Art. 

Note — The  general  privileges  of  the  College  mentioned 
above  consist  of  lectures  and  demonstrations,  use  of  Library 
and  Reading  Room,  etc. 

REGULATIONS  AND  PRIVILEGES 

16.  (a)  The  College  is  open  for  Day  Classes  from 
9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  and  for  evening  Classes  from  7.30 
to  9.30  o'clock. 

(b)  All  students  are  expected  to  register  their 
attendance  at  classes  and  lectures. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  absence  from  sickness  or  other 
cause  a  communication  should  be  sent  to  the  Sec- 
retary. 

(d)  The  students  who  have  the  highest  percentage 
of  attendance  in  the  classes  of  the  division  for  which 
scholarships  are  offered  will  have  preference  when 
two  or  more  are  equal  in  examinations. 

(e)  Scholarships  may  be  cancelled  at  one  month's 
notice  for  non-attendance  or  misconduct. 

(f)  The  same  prize  or  scholarship  will  not  be  given 
to  the  same  student  a  second  time. 

(g)  No  work  will  be  exhibited  at  the  monthly 
or  annual  exhibition  which  has  not  been  done  by  a 
student  of  the  College  during  the  year  except  where 
required  for  special  examination  purposes. 

(h)  The  Principal  and  staff  reserve  the  right  to 
retain  until  after  the  annual  exhibition  such  examples 
of  students'  work  as  may  be  selected  by  the  instruct- 
ors, and  to  retain  permanently  for  the  College  prize 
drawings  and  other  work  of  high  merit. 

(i)  No  students  are  allowed  to  change  their  classes 
or  courses  of  study  without  consulting  the  Principal. 
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(j)  Exemption  or  part  exemption  from  fees  may 
be  given  by  the  Council  for  services  rendered  by 
students  or  for  other  sufficient  reason. 

(k)  No  student  is  allowed  in  the  College  before  or 
after  working  hours  without  the  permission  of  the 
Principal. 

(1)  It  is  the  duty  of  students  to  read  and  comply 
with  official  notices  and  rules  which  may  be  posted 
in  the  College. 

(m)  The  Council  cannot  be  held  responsible  for 
the  custody  of  the  private  property  of  the  students, 
nor  can  any  claim  be  entertained  in  respect  of  any 
article  left  in  the  College. 

(n)  Any  student  injuring  the  property  of  the 
College  will  be  held  responsible  for  its  restoration. 

(o)     It  is  expected  that  students  will  conduct  them- 
selves   in    an     orderly 
manner   at    all    times 
within  the  College. 

(p)  Every  facility  will 
be  accorded  the  student 
for  reasonable  amuse- 
ment and  recreation. 
For  this  purpose  com- 
mittees of  students  will 
be  given  authority  to 
act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Principal. 

(q)  For  the  conveni- 
ence of  students,  ma- 
terials in  common  use 
may  be  purchased  in 
the  College  upon  a 
basis  of  cash  payment.

General  Syllabus  of  Instruction 


FINE  ARTS  COURSE 

17.  The  ELEMENTARY  CLASSES  are  arranged 
to  equip  new  students  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
bases  of  Art  practice  and  for  those  of  longer 
experience  to  systematize  their  knowledge  for  the 
purpose  of  teaching. 

Drawing  from  common  objects — The  simple  laws 
of  perspective — Eye  and  memory  training — Simple 
Composition — Theory  and  practice  of  colour — The 
observation  of  good  tone  and  the  use  of  expressive 
line.  In  Design,  the  filling  of  shapes  and  the 
development  of  natural  and  abstract  forms — The 
study  of  various  mediums — Painting  in  water- 
colour  from  Still  Life — Elementary  Modelling — 
Museum  Study. 

THE  ANTIQUE  CLASS  is  designed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  student  before  entering  upon 
the  study  from  the  living  model. 

Students  are  required  to  study  from  details  and 
Casts  of  ornament  and  to  pass  a  test  into  the  Antique 
Class. 

LIFE  CLASS: — Study  from  the  nude  is  only  per- 
mitted after  the  student  has  gained  some  pro- 
ficiency in  drawing  in  the  Elementary  and  Antique 
classes. 

MODELLING  CLASS:— The  Elementary  students 
must  work  in  the  modelling  class  as  an  aid  to  their 
studies  in  other  classes — Advanced  modelling  con- 
sists of  work  from  the  Cast  and  from  Life. 
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STENCILLED  FRIEZES  AND  DECORATIVE  BOOK  COVERS.         DESIGN  CLASS. 
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COSTUME  AND  ILLUSTRATION  CLASSES:— 

students  must  show  sufficient  skill  in  elementary 
practise  before  being  permitted  to  work  from  the 
Costume  model.  In  this  class  a  certain  amount  of 
illustration  using  the  model  as  a  basis  and  fitting 
it  in  a  suitable  environment — The  use  of  various 
reproductive  mediums,  pen  and  ink,  wash,  water- 
colour,  etc.,  will  be  demonstrated. 
COMPOSITION  will  be  studied  in  the  Elementary 
classes  and  students  must  be  able  to  apply  the 
principles  of  good  arrangement  in  line,  tone  and 
colour — More  advanced  Composition  is  given  to 
the  students  of  the  Life  Class, — Subjects  are  posted 
weekly  and  criticisms  given  by  the  respective 
instructors. 

DESIGN  AND  APPLIED  ART  COURSE 
The  Elementary  Design  Course  is  arranged  in  two 
parts,  a  beginners'  course  in  the  study  and  practise  of 
the  elements  of  pictorial  and  decorative  Composition, 
Colour  Harmony  and  the  consideration  of  the  laws 
of  Balance  and  Rhythm.  The  making  of  border 
designs  and  allover  patterns.  The  development  of 
units  of  design  and  their  application  to  industrial 
Art  problems.  Concurrently  with  this  is  a  course 
in  Plant  and  Flower  drawing  with  special  emphasis 
on  the  conventional  rendering  of  natural  forms  for 
the  purpose  of  adapting  to  the  purposes  of  design. 
Also  a  course  in  the  principles  of  good  lettering, 
study  of  Roman  Capitals  and  their  derivatives, 
Stencilling,  etc.

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ADVANCED  DESIGN 

The  student  in  Advanced  Design  studies  his  subject 
from  the  point  of  view  of  Industrial  Art,  emphasizing 
the  knowledge  of  the  technique  of  some  Art  Craft. 
A  recognition  of  the  intimate  relationships  between 
Fine  and  Applied  Art  is  essential  to  all  students  of 
Advanced  Design  who  must  attend  lectures  and 
demonstrations  in  the  Fine  Arts  Course,  and  are 
required  to  show  satisfactory  specimens  of  work  in 
that  Course. 

Sketch  Class 

A  sketch  class  is  conducted  every  day  from  12 
o'clock  to  12.30  p.m.  The  students  in  all  advanced 
classes  are  expected  to  attend — Repose  and  Action 
sketches — Reading  and  discussion  of  Art  Subjects. 
The  students  themselves  act  as  models  in  relation, 
the  monitor  of  the  Life  Class  will  be  in  general 
charge. 

Junior  Art  Class 

Pupils  of  Public  and  High  Schools  and  private 
schools  from  the  age  of  fourteen  will  be  selected 
by  examination  from  selected  students.  This  is  a 
one  year  scholarship  course,  leading  to  the  regular 
courses  of  the  College.  Students  in  this  class  must 
attend  on  Saturday  mornings.  The  aim  of  the 
course  of  instruction  will  be  to  develop  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  principles  of  art  through  the  study  of 
fine  examples  in  the  Museums — Original  design 
from  Plant  forms,  birds  and  insects — Theory  of 
Colour — Story  Illustration — Stencilling — Wood  block 
and  linoleum  cutting — Ceramic  decoration.  The 
class  will  work  every  other  Saturday  in  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum,  Bloor  St.  Students  showing  spe- 
cial ability  will  be  granted  a  continuation  scholarship 
of  one  year  in  the  regular  classes  of  the  College. 
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Museum  Classes 

Students  in  all  classes  will  visit  the  museum  regu- 
larly as  part  of  their  course- — especially  in  the  Ele- 
mentary classes — Sheets  of  studies  will  be  asked 
for  from  every  student  as  part  of  their  year's  work 
before  entering  more  advanced  classes — Admission 
is  free  on  presentation  of  a  ticket  supplied  by  the 
Secretary — this  admits  also  to  the  Toronto  Art 
Gallery. 
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CHARCOAL  DRAWINGS. 

Course  for  Teachers 

The  Education  Department  of  Ontario  has  made 
provisions  for  study  in  the  College  according  to  a 
scheme  which  may  be  obtained  on  application  to 
the  Deputy  Minister  of  Education  or  the  Secretary 
of  the  College. 

A  summer  session  of  five  weeks  duration  for  Teach- 
ers consisting  of  work  in  Drawing,  Modelling, 
Composition  and  Design;  the  practice  of  various 
mediums  of  expression.  Lectures,  demonstrations 
and  reading  course  in  the  History  of  Art.  This 
Course    covers    the    various    subjects    required    for 
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teachers  in  Art  and  for  the  examinations  for  Public 
and  High  School  certificates. 

1.  (1)  The  course  for  certificates  in  Elementary 
Art  usually  requires  two  summer  sessions  together 
with  the  wrork  of  the  Correspondence  Course  for 
one  year. 

(2)  For  students  who  have  passed  the  examinations 
in  Part  I.  and  who  are  candidates  for  certificates 
as  Supervisors  and  Specialists,  the  course  will 
require  at  least  one  summer  session  together  with 
the  work  of  the  Correspondence  Course  for  one  year. 

(3)  Except  with  the  approval  of  the  Department, 
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candidates  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  both 
Part  I.  and  Part  II.  at  one  summer  session.

This  course  is  arranged  to  prepare  a  student  for 
the  work  to  be  undertaken  at  the  College  in  the 
Summer,  or  if  in  case  of  having  completed  one 
session  at  the  College,  to  give  continuation  study, 
as  an  aid  to  greater  efficiency  in  the  work  of  Art 
teaching. 

The  course  will  open  November  1st,  and  will 
last  for  a  period  of  seven  months.  The  fee  for 
the  course  is  $5.00.  Work  that  comes  under  any 
of  the  separate  headings  of  the  Syllabus  of  the 
Summer  course  may  be  attempted  and  forwarded 
for  criticism,  which  is  given  by  the  teaching  staff 

of  the  College.  Books  may  be  borrowed,  and 
materials  purchased  from  the  College. 

There  is  a  special  leaflet  giving  further  details 
of  the  course  which  may  be  had  on  application  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  College.

DIVISION  OF  COURSES 

First  Year 

Students  in  the  first  year  at  the  College  will  follow 
a  prescribed  course.  The  aim  is  to  awaken  the 
imagination,  to  encourage  the  student  to  express 
ideas  with  originality  and  clearness,  to  develop  the 
ability  to  observe  and  draw  correctly,  which  is  the 
foundation  of  all  branches  of  Art.  The  Course  is 
as  follows: — 

Drawing  from  objects  and  natural  forms — the  study 
of  the  simple  laws  of  perspective — Memory  training, 
— the  laws  of  pictorial  and  decorative  Composition — 
the  development  of  abstract  units  of  design — Plant 
study — The  planning  of  book  covers,  textile  pattern, 
title  pages,  end  papers,  and  their  application  by 
means  of  some  simple  applied  art  process,  such  as 
stencilling,  wood  and  linoleum  block  cutting — the 
study  of  colour  Harmony  and  Colour  Composition 
— Quality  of  line,  tone  and  textures — Story  Illus- 
tration— grouping — Water-colour,  charcoal,  pen  and 
ink,  etc. — Lettering — Drawing  from  Antique  casts 
of  details — Museum  study — Modelling. 

Second  Year 

Advanced  Design,  Methods  of  Reproduction  and 
Design  as  applied  to  Decorative  Illustrating — 
Illuminating  and  lettering — Heraldry — Historic  Art 
— Still    life    painting    and    Colour    Composition — 
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Antique  drawing — Drawing  from  the  Draped  Figure 
and  Costume  model — Artistic  Anatomy — Perspect- 
ive— Museum  Study— Modelling  from  the  Cast. 

Third  Year 

Drawing  from  Life — Antique  drawing  in  various 
mediums — Composition  in  full  colour — Technique 
of  illustration  and  original  efforts  in  story  illus- 
tration— History  of  Ornament — Landscape — Paint- 
ing from  the  model  and  Still  Life — Plant  analysis 
and  its  application  to  design — Lettering — Museum 
Study.  Modelling  from  Cast  in  the  round  and  in 
relief. 

Fourth  Year

Examinations  and  Awards 


ASSOCIATESHIPS,   SCHOLARSHIPS,    CERTIFICATES, 

ETC. 

35.  The  College  will  conduct  examinations  and 
tests  at  the  end  of  each  school  year  for  the  purpose 
of  awarding  certificates  and  associateships  of  the 
College  and  scholarships  and  prizes  arranged  for  and 
posted  in  the  College  for  competition. 

37.  The  awards  will  be  made  upon  tests  by  judg- 
ment of  the  work  done  throughout  the  year,  by 
work  executed  under  given  conditions  and  time 
limit,  and  by  written  examinations.  The  work  of 
the  year  will  be  collected  by  the  teachers  from  the 
various  classes  each  week,  and  all  work  receiving 
honours  at  monthly  exhibitions  will  be  reserved 
for  the  annual  exhibition  at  which  the  final  judg- 
ment is  made.  Written  examinations  are  set  for 
the  subjects  in  the  lecture  and  reading  courses. 
Sketch  and  note  books  kept  throughout  the  year 
will  also  be  required. 

The  Governor  General's  Medal  is  awarded  each  year 
by  the  examiners  for  general  proficiency  and  highest 
standing  in  one  subject. 

(a)  Diplomas  of  Associateships  in  the  College,  authoriz- 
ing the  use  of  the  letters  A.O.C.A.  after  the  names  of  the 
holders,  are  awarded  upon  completion  of  a  four  years' 
course  covering  the  three  divisions  of  the  College;  provided 
the  student  has  passed  all  the  grade  examinations  and  the 
tests  for  general  proficiency. 

(b)  Scholarships  for  tuition  in  the  College  and  special 
prizes  for  work  shown  at  the  annual  exhibition  and  for 
first,  second  and  third  year  proficiency  will  be  awarded. 

(c)  Certificates  of  merit  and  honourable  mention  granted 
at  the  annual  exhibition  are  valuable  only  as  an  indication 
of  proficiency  in  the  department  in  which  they  are  given. 
Candidates  for  the  Diploma  of  the  College  in  the  different 
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sections  should  hold  the  various  certificates  which  show 
general  proficiency,  but  the  possession  of  the  certificates 
will  not  warrant  the  granting  of  the  Diploma. 

(d)  Teachers'  certificates  are  granted  by  the  Educational 
Department  of  Ontario  to  those  who  have  done  the  work 
prescribed  in  the  course  for  teachers  and  who  have  passed 
the  examinations.  The  examinations  for  said  certificates 
are  conducted  by  a  Board  appointed  by  the  Minister  of 
Education. 

(e)  The  Diploma  of  Associateship  of  the  College  held  by 
teachers  having  academic  qualifications  will  be  accepted 
by  the  Department  of  Education  in  lieu  of  the  examinations 
for  Teachers  in  Art  in  Public  or  High  Schools. 

39.  Scholarships  not  used  within  the  time  speci- 
fied when  awarded  are  forfeited  unless  satisfactory 
reasons  are  given  to  the  Council  of  the  College 
through  the  Principal. 

40.  The  conditions  of  acceptance  and  use  of 
Scholarships  are  that  the  work  prescribed  as  evi- 
dence of  reasonable  industry  shall  be  complied  with. 

41.  The  same  scholarship  or  prize  is  not  awarded 
to  the  same  student  a  second  time. 

42.  Scholarships  may  not  be  diverted  from  the 
course  of  study  for  which  they  have  been  granted. 
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
